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I  wars  born  in  the  town  of  Acworth,  Cheshire  (now  Sullivan) 

County  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  October  lb,  ISOS,  tut  was 

bred  in  Claremont,  ten  miles  from  Acworth,  to  which  my  father 

moved  when  I  was  an  infant.  My  parents,  Levi  and  Delia  Turner, 

thicks 

were  honest  i  industrious,  ana  anxious  above  all/ else, 
to  educate  their  children.  Their  family  consisted  of  four 
children  -  three  daughters,  Eunice  R.  (Mrs.  Leavitt)  Delia 
(Mrs.  Chase)  and  Nancy  (Mrs.  Earney),  the  first  two  ol-er  than 
myself.  I  had  a  younger  brother  who  died  in  infancy.  Ky 
paternal  grand-parents  lived  to  the  age  of  about  eighty-my 
grandfather  was  "a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  war,”  fought 
in  the  tattle  of  Long-Island,  c.  for  many  years  before  his 
ce-'tn  a  "Revolutionary  Pensioner.”  My  maternal  grancf  atr.tr  .died  . 
at  about  40  years,  of  age,  '<  my  asternal  grandmother  lived  to  be 
.19  years  ole,  <£  roae  on  horse  bach  at  .-u  years  of  age.  My  father 
died  Aug .  ID,  1645,  aged  66,  &  is  buried  in  Claremont  1  my  mother, 
who  was  older  than  her  husband  Is  no*  (1851')  living  in  Claremont 
at  the  age  of  about  8C. 

Claremont,  where  I  was  raised,  is  a  township  of 
excellent  land,  lying  on  the  Connecticut  River,  with  the 
beautiful  Sugar  River  meandering  through  its  centre  and  emptying 
into  the  Connecticut.  The  "village  of  Claremont,”  in  which  most 
of  my  boyhood  days  were  spent,  is  one  of  tne  largest  &  most 
flourisning  in  the  State,  is  built  upon  either  side  of  tne  Sugar 
River,  ana  surrounded  with  me  most  attractive  natural  scenery. 
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I  attended  the  common  district  school,  succor  k  winter  until 
I  was  nine  years  old,  U  wc.3  then  sent  to  a  "select  school"  in  the 
sunuaor.  I iy  3Chool-master,  at  this  select  school,  was  Phineaa 
Alben  -  with  hin  I  eozcnencod  the  Latin  Grammar,-  Ho  was  an 
elegant  pane  an,  &  I  recollect  that  at  this  early  age  I  rcaa 
particularly  distinguished  in  nenznanship,  Lfy  first  school¬ 
master  ’s  ni.rro  was  Voce .  who  gave  c-e  a  pricer  as  the  "regard 
of  merit,"  *hich  I  still  have  in  cy  possession.  In  asy  school-boy- 

days,  I  %a3  expert  at  fisiiing  and  troutin^  swi-oming  and  skating, 

* 

wrestling  &  foot-racing,  sno*-baliIng  and  scwn-hill  sliding, 
but  was  always  regarded  a  "pattern  boy, n  and  especially  designated, 
by  ail  "anxious  mothers,"  a3  an  execplar  to  their  truant  i  vicious 
offspring,  loing  ar;  only  sen  and  brother,  I  -ws  alloys  petted,  and 
cost  af fection/itely  treated  by  cy  family  sne  sisters,  the 
remembrance  of  which  icy  subse  .tent  conduct  towards  toed,  I  trust, 
hoc  signally  proved  1  illustrated. 

During  the  years  161h-id  >*  »•.,  I  iatcrcu,  upon  a  farm, 
in  planting,  haying  c*  harvesting  -  became  familiar  «itt  all 
kinds  of  f arming-work ,  free  driving  exon,  raking  after  the 
cart  a  sticking  puepkin  seeds,  tc  noeing  1  rcowing,  rasping 
&  cradling,  and  I  over,  worked  a  month  at  tr-  sh-buming, 
losing  1  "clearing  up"  a  lot  of  ncnvily  tiisbcrea  Inna.  I 
also  learned  to  use  tools,  cc  could  send  a  siec,  sake  a  gate, 

6c  clapboard  u  shingle  a  house.  And  it  is  the  later  of  these 
tnruo  susnseru  that  contributed  so  Largely  in  making  tse  a 
"strong ,  robust  h  healthy  sun , " 

Altao’  I  labored  industriously,  I  have  an  chiding 
impression  that  I  did  not  work  contentedly — ny  hards  were 


constantly  blistered  and  so  was  any  portion  of  ray  body 


that  chanced  to  be  exposed  to  the  sun. 

In  the  spring  of  1921  I  was  sent  to  the  Hills¬ 
borough  Academy,  30  miles  from  Claremont,  5c  never  before  having 
been  a  dozen  miles  from  home.  Lincoln  Ingersol  Baird  was  the 
principal,  who  afterwards  settled  as  a  pnysician  in  the  town  & 
married  the  adopted  daughter  of  Gen.  Solomon  ftcNiel,  the  brother 
in  law  of  Franklin  Pierce  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

At  this  school  I  became  acquainted  with  "Frank  Pierce11  who  was 
only  2  years  older  than  myself,  and  was  also  a  school  fellow  with 
his  brother  Eenjamin  &  Mark  Woodbury,  nephew  of  Gov.  Woodbury. 

I  was  a  dally  visitor  at  the  home  of  Old  Genl.  Pierce,  the 
father  of  Frank  -  he  was  a  kind-hearted,  uneducated  but 
strong-minded  man  -  fond  of  story-telling ,  and  a  favorite 
with  the  boys,  as  he  used  to  treat  us  to  "slap-jacks  and 
honey11  -  He  was  afterwards  Governor.  "frank"  was  a  trim  lad, 
less  a  favorite  with  tne  scholars  t..an  his  brother  Ben,  and 
not  at  all  distinguished  for  scholarship. 

In  the  fall  of  1611  I  returned  to  Claremont  on  foot, 
walking  30  miles  between  the  rising  i  setting  sun;  and 
returned  to  Hillsborough  again  and  kept  school  the  winter  of 
1611-2  -  being  only  15  years  old.  I  had  about  60  scholars, 
a  majority  of  them  older  than  myself,  &  several  more  than 
21  years  of  age.  I  did  not  "board  round"  as  was  the  usual 
custom,  but  had  board  in  one  family  and  a  fire  to  myself  - 
I  was  obliged  however  to  "go  round"  the  district,  tea-drinking 
and  to  all  apple-parings. 

In  the  summer  of  1022,  with  6  or  6  other  boys, 

I  recited  to  the  Rev.  James  B.  How,  tne  Episcopal  clergyman

in  Claremont  -  a  good  man  &  excellent  classical  scholar. 

The  winter  of  18££’-c,  I  kept,  school  again,  in  the  town  of 

Acworth,  4  in  the  same  district  in  which  I  v/as  born, 

here  I  boarded  with  my  uncle  (Major  Angler),  had  a  room 

to  myself  <£  studied  hard  evenings.  I  was  fond  of  dancing  & 

sleighriding,  and  took  the  responsibility  of  dismissing 

school  4  days  this  winter,  I  recollect,  to  attend  balls  4 

sleigh  rides  at  Claremont.  It  caused  "some  talk"  but 

being  a  "popular  teacher"  I  was  not  called  to  account  by 

0 

the  Trustees. 

From  the  spring  of  lc£E  to  the  fall  of  1S£4  I 
attended  school  at  the  "Catholic  Seminary"  in  Claremont. 

It  was  kept  by  the  Rev.  Virgil  H.  Earber  -  the  handsomest, 
most  accomplished  ic  best  educated  teacher  I  ever  kne?/. 
he  had  been  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  embraced  Catliolicism, 
his  wife  6.  child  went  to  the  Convent  -  he  visited  Rome  l 
resided  there  several  years  -  was  a  Jesuit  -  and  returned  to 
Claremont  4  built  a  cnurch  and  opened  this  school  two  miles 
from  the  village.  He  hac  pupils  from  nearly  every  State 
In  the  union  &  those  who  boarded  with  him  were  dressed  in 
uniform  &  never  went  without  his  enclosure,  except  when 
accompanied  by  himself.  I  boarded  with  him  -  ate  fish  two 
days  in  each  week  -  exclusive  of  Fa3t  days  -  slept  on  straw 
with  straw  pillows  6:  went  to  bed  at  9  o’clock  cc  arose  at  4. 

The  school-room  v/as  over  the  church  -  spacious  ana  elegant  - 
Twice  every  day  he  would  descend  to  the  church  below,  with  the 
Catholic  pupils,  for  religious  services,  leaving  the  Protestant 
portion  of  his  school  in  the.-  nail  above;  rendering  it  necessary 
to  have  an  officer  to  preserve  order  during  his  absence:

and  this  distinction  was  conferred  upon  me-  -  with  the  official 
appellation  of  Prefect  -  an  office  of  honor  only,  t  not  of 
profit  -  having  a  separate  desit,  in  front  of  his  as  a  Distinctive 
mark  of  authority.  There  are  now  three  Catholic  Bishops  who 
were  my  fellow  students  at  this  school.  At  o  out  of  4 
of  the  final  examinations  o:  exhibitions  at  this  Seminary, 
while  I  attended,  tne  first  &  highest  honors  were  conferred  upon 
me.  Dr.  Barber  afterward  became,  connected  with  the  Georgetown 
College,  District  of  Columbia,  where  I  visited  him  in  lceo- 
He  has  since  died.. 

The  winter  of  16C4-5  I  again  kept  school  at 

Springfield  Centre,  Vermont  -  boarded  with  Mr*  Converse,  and 

received  much  instruction  ±  advice  from  his  brother,  the 

"settled  minister,"  whose  pretty  daughters  I  used  to  talk  m 

read  to,  altho  older  than  myself* 

In  the  spring  of  Itilb,  I  reviewed  my  classical 

studies  with  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College,  who  was  teaching

a  select  school  in  Claremont,  and  at  "Commencement ,l  entered 
the  Fresliman  Class  at  Dartmouth. 


At  the  Catholic  Seminary  6c  at  Rev.  kr,  Howe’s,  I 
had  John  W.  Tappan,  Robert  H.  Upham  k  James  k.  Evarts,  who 
were  village  associates,  for  schocl-f allows .  The  fathers  of  the 
two  first  were  very  wealthy  -  both  graduates  of  Harvard 
College;  the  first  had  been  a  clergyman  and  the  second  was  a 
distinguished  lawyer,  had  been  a  member  of  Congress,  and  died 
in  18^8  worth  J45C,0CG.  Their  sons,  John  n.  &  Root.  H.,  were 
dlsoipa ued ,  and  I  used  to  spend  my  academical  vacations  'with 
them,  au  their  families f  solicitation,  by  reason  pf  the  supposed 
influence  ol  my  studious  habits  and  moral  deportment  would  have 
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in  restraining  and  reforming  their  intemperate  sons*  Ana  during 
those  vacations  I  recited  Greek  &  Latin  to  ilr.  Tappan,  who  was  an 
excellent  scholar,  and  read  the  History  of  England  in  French,  to 
Mr.  Upham,  who  was  a  good  French  scholar,  save  excepting  the 
pronounciation .  I  also  read  Latin  on  one  winter  vacation  to 
Russell  Jarvis,  then  a  lawyer  in  Claremont,  afterwards  a 
politician  in  Boston  -  was  the  man  who  "pulled  the  nose” 
of  President  Adams1  son  in  the  Rotunda  of  the  Capitol,  while 
carrying  a  message  to  the  Senate,  &  who  was  on  last  advice 
the  principal  editor  of  the  Philadelphia  Ledger. 

Robert  K.  Upham  was  my  room-mate  at  Dartmouth, 
was  expelled  and  after  I  Yras  married  &  practicing  law,  in 
Cocperstown,  N.Y.,  at  his  father’s  request,  I  received  him  into 
my  office  as  a  student  -  he  remained  with  me  a  few  months,  then 
renewed  his  dissipated  habits  and  left,  and  finally  went  to  lexas 
&.  died  as  is  supposed,  being  indebted  to  me  for  money  advanced 
over  $1GC,  and  which  his  half-millionare  father  refused  to  pay. 

John  W.  Tappan’s  father  died,  leaving  him  his  entire 
estate  (being  an  only  child),  amounting  to  77C, 00a,  John  married 
&  became  a  temperate  man,  but  mentally . and  bodily  injured  by  his 
youthful  dissipation,  &  became  a  stupid  gluttonous  man. 

James  II.  Evarts,  the  other  townsman  &  college 
class-mate  was  a  fatherless  boy,  with  a  small  property  -  he 
graduated  with  honor,  and  subsequently,  by  my  procurement, 
taught  a  select  school  in  Cooperstovm,  studying  law  at  tne  same 
time.  He  however  became  intemperate-  I  paid  his  debt3  &  sent 
him  to  his  mother.  He  enlisted  into  the  Navy,  deserted  -  became 
a  orinter  -  and  finally  enlisted  into  the  army  as  a  f if er ,  during 
the  Maine  Boundary  difficulties,  has  since  died.  Such  is  a 


brief  sketch  of  my  three  village  school-fellows. 


In  July  182o  I  visited  my  uncle  in  Hillsborough  and 
in  August  commenced  college  life-roomed  in  college  building  a 
boarded  at  Mrs.  Davis’s.  In  the  spring  of  1826  I  with  ny 
room-mate,  R.  H.  Upham,  took  a  room  &.  furnished  it  well,  at  a 
private  house.  During  the  summer  vacation  of  this  year  visited 
my  relatives,  Mr.  Swasey’s  family  at  Lake  7*Innipe3aukee 
k  m7  sister,  Mrs.  Leavitt  at  eilnunton  -  and  returned  again 
to  college  in  August.  The  v-inter  of  1526-7  kept  school  in 
Claremont  village,  where  I  was  raised,  &  roomed  witn  my  friend 
C.  J.  Wool-son  with  whom  I  have  been  intimate  from  boyhood.- 
I  had  no  small  scholars  -  a  v.cman  teaching  them  -  and  had 
several  pupils  in  Latin  k  Greek.  Ihis  was  my  4th  ar.a  last  winter 
of  school-teaching.  I  taught  from  necessity  and  not  from  choice, 
altho 1  I  am  certain  that  it  was  of  mere  service  to  me  in  after 
life,  than  all  my  ncollege-learning . n  I  learned  more  practical 
knowledge  -  hov;  to  govern  others  and  especially  myself .  tnan  in 
all  previous  studying  k  training.  In  Hew*  England  it  is  the 
uniform  custom  for  college  students,  rich  k  poor,  to  keep 
school  winters  and  it  is  a  glorious  k  self -instructive  custom. 

In  the  spring  of  Id £7 ,  with  three  other  Episcopal  class¬ 
mates,  I  left  Dartmouth  College  -  they  for  Kenyon  College,  Ohio, 
and  I  for  Union  College,  New  York.  I  entered  college  k  also  the 
law  office  cf  Judge  Jones  -  My  fellow  law  students  were 
Preston  King,  new  k  for  a  long  time  a  member  of  Congress,  Peter 
Clark,  now  of  Guyandott,  V a.  and  Geo.  ?.  Barker,  deceased, 
later  Atty.  Genl.  of  New  York. 

May  1,  1827,  in  company  with  Peter  Clars.  <i - r  isn 

(who  died  soon  after;  Doth  belonging  to  the  graduating  class, 

I  took  a  trip  to  Niagara  Falls.  We  chartered  tne  cabin  of  a 
new  Line  Boat,  furnished  our  salon  with  bocks  <$-.  o trier  comforts, 


*is  r  a  -k  ,  L,  I 
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travelled  to  Lockport  on  tne  Canal,  stopping  at  the  towns  tc. 
villages  on  the  route  long  enough  to  "explore  then."  From  Lock- 
port  r»e  took  stage  to  Lewistovrn  L  from  thence  proceeded  to-^ue-.ns- 
to7/n  k  to  the  Falls,  by  the  "Devil’s  7*hirlpcclf  n  on  foot;  arriving 
at  the  Falls  May  10th.  Thence  to  Bufi'alo,  which  I  describe  in 
my  Journal  as  situated  "on  the  Last  end  of  Lake  Erie,  a  flourishing 
village  r;ith  2  steam  boats  1  a  number  of  vessels  in  port."

Bennington  to  Cocperstovr.-  -  distance  travelled  55C  miles-  This 
the  first  time  I  was  absent  from  ay  wife  after  our  marriage. 

In  the  spring  of  15 cl  Robert  Idxestrn  L  wife  &  myself  k  wife  in 
our  respective  private  tTvo  horse  carriages  left  Coopers town  & 
travelled  thro1  the  State  to  Niagara  Falls,  stopping  on  the 
Canada  side-  thence  to  St.  Catharines  ana  Toranto-tfcence  bach  to 
tho  falls,  stopping  on  the  American  sice,  thence  to  Buffalo,  thence 
by  steam  beat  to  wastfield,  Chautauqua  Co.:  thence  to  Jamestown 
and  back  to  Buffalo,  end  ther.ce  thro*  tr:e  State  again  to  Coopors- 
tosn  -  distance  travelled  SIC  miles. 

The  4th  of  July  18££  I  delivered  an  oretion  at  Bsrtwick- 

s.r.d  wrote  during  tho  y$ sr  all  the  editorials  of  the  *Ctsego 

sDiritea  and 

Republican, 15  formerly  the  ttTocsin,r  th*>  politcal  eampnigr.  bain-*  oers 
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In  May  of  1835,  in  company  with  R.  F.  Cooper,  I  went  to 
Oswego,  Kingston,  Lower  Canada,  Bath  k  back  to  Oswego,  and  then  to 
Ogdensburg,  DeKalb  &  home-  620  miles — And  on  my  return,  with  my 
wife,  went  to  New  York,  ana  thence,  with  brother  Robt.  A  his  wife, 
went  to  Newport,  R.I.,  Boston,  •  Nahant  and  stopping  at 
providence,  Newport  6c  New  York  on  our  way  home  — 660  miles. 

In  Aug.  1835,  Left  Cocperstown,  to  attend  the  lana  sales 
at  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  being  the  first  sale  in  that  Territory- 
At  Buffalo,  took  the  Steamer  Monroe,  and  stopped  at  all  the 
ports  on  the  Lake  to  Detroit,  where  we  arrived  the  13th.  From 
Detroit  proceeded  to  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  being  about  100 
passengers  *rith  band  of  music..  I  went  down  the  Falls  or 
Rapids  of  the  St.  Mary’s  with  2  ladies  and  2  gentlemen  in  a  bark 
canoe,  with  £  naked  indians  to  navigate — From  the  nSoon  proceeded 
to  Mackinac,  and  thence  to  Green  Bay. 

Here  I  took  lodgings  with  S.  W.  Beale,  the  Land 
Office  Recorder,  and  remained  there  about  4  weeks — The  sales 
were  largely  attended,  and  I  had  a  most  exciting  time  of  it. 

I  bo’t  nothing  at  the  nublic  sales,  but  purchased  of  the 
squatters,  on  pre-emptions,  153  acres  of  land  at  Milwaukie, 
for  $26,000  -  Had  a  social  time  with  officers  at  Fort  Howard, 

Col.  Brooke  commanding,  rode  about  the  country  and  up  Fox 
river.  Senator  Lyon,  Gen.  Dinnison,  of  Albany,  A.  T.  Doag  of 
Lewis  Co.,  N. Y. , Messrs. Kilborn  6c  Geo.  Smith  of  Chicago  k  others 
at  the  sales. 

The  last  of  September,  with  some  40  others  took 
passage  on  the  Schooner  Jefferson  for  Milwaukie  k  Chicago.  7<‘e 
first  sailed  to  the  Menominee  river.  North  of  Green  Bay  for  a 
load  of  boards  -  k  stopped  there  two  days  while  loading, 
and  I  run  about  among  the  indians,  visiting  the  lodges  lc .

Vie  were  six  da7S  getting  to  Milwaukie,  the  weather  rough 
as  well  as  Lake  Michigan  -  provisions  gave  out,  and  50 
mouths  had  to  be  filled  ?.rith  wormy  hard  biscuit  k  onions 
for  two  days. 

Landed  at  Milwaukee  Sept,  14th  in  the  afternoon- 
only  one  white  resident  -  Solomon  Juneau  -  who  had  an  Indian 
wife  -  only  one  frame  building  &  only  2  or  4  log  houses  - 
slept  first  night  in  Milwaukie,  in  the  frame  building, 
upon  a  pile  of  boards,  with  IS  others  -  Examined  my  land  k 
the  facilities,  position,  q.ality  of  the  land  surrounding - 
Y.'as  satisfied  with  my  purchases,  &  predicted  the  future 
city  of  Milwaukie. 

The  15th  proceeded  to  Chicago,  in  the  Schooner, 
passing  Root  River  (Racine)  ar.d  reached  Chicago  the  next 
morning . 

Stopped  at  Chicago,  then  a  small  muddy  village, 
two  days,  and  then  left  for  Detroit  in  a  private  two  horse 
waggon,  which  I  chartered  for  the  Journey,  with  A.  G.  Doag , 
Smith  of  Cleveland  and  Gov.  Doty’s  brother-in-law  (Buggies) 
of  Lewis  County,  N.Y.  V<e  had  a  tedious  Journey-roads  myiddy, 
swamps  miry,  the  log  roads  rough  Sc  the  sand  deep:  passed 
through  Michigan  city,  Mishawaka,  Ydiite  Pigeon,  Cold  Water, 
Clinton,  Ypsilanti  to  Detroit.  I  brought  in  my  trunk,  from 
Green  Bay,  $42,0C0  of  government  money  <£  deposited  it  in 
Eank-  From  Detroit  proceeded  home,  to  Cooperstcwn,  having 
travelled  -  distance  travelled  2450  miles. 

In  the  winter  of  1655-6  visited  my  parents  in  N.fi. 
with  my  wife  -  went  over  k  returned  with  my  own  sleigh  and 
horses.  Left  my  wife  in  Claremont  k  visited  my  sister 
in  St.  Johnsbury,  Vt.  Travelled  on  runners  520  miles. 
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January  ^Cth  left  Cooperstown  Tor  Washington  city 

on  business  -  took  Mr.  Morehouse  along  paying  his  expenses- 

The  entire  journey  was  by  land  -  no  steamboating  or  railroading 

six  days  reaching  »/ashington  -  Remained  tnere  til  Feby  lkth. 

Visited  the  President,  VanEuren,  Butler,  attended  the  sessions 

of  Congress,  r».  the  United  States  Court,  transacted  business 

!‘*ith  Land  Office  Commissioner,  was  admitted  as  atty.  & 

counsellor  of  the  U.  S.  Sup.  Court,  on  motion  of  E.  F.  Butler, 

Feby.  4th,  and  enjoyed  myself,  generally,  as  most  people  do 

on  their  first  visit  to  the  National  Capitol.  Attended  a 

large  party  at  the  white  House,  invitations  given  out  and  a 

bounteous  supper  spread  £  all  which  are  now  di  continued  - 
and  weekly  Levees  with  nothing  to  eat  or  drink  substituted. 

Morehouse  lost  his  $75  cloak  at  the  party.  I  also  attended

one  of  the  Congressional  Assemblies  at  the  Theatre-  Returned 

home  about  the  middle  of  February  6c  escorted  Miss  Strong 

(Mrs.  Scott)  from  New  York  -  distance  travelled  210  miles 

(see  my  letters  to  my  wife). 

Feby.  26th  1836  left  Cooperstown  for  Mlwaukie, 

with  brothers  Geo.  k  William  Campbell  &  r«:.  A.  Collins- 

having  a  bad  cold,  taken  in  coming  up  from  New  York  over  the 

Highlands.  Sleighing  to  Euffalo  &  cold  weather.  From  Buffalo 

to  Cleveland  by  Erie  in  wooc*  waggons  &c . — my  cold  having 

settled  upon  my  lungs  -  from  Cleveland  took  an  extra  for 

Detroit,  but  on  reaching  Perry sburg  across  the  nElack  Swamp n 

was  obliged  to  step  and  take  medicine.  Collins  remained  &  my 

brothers  went  on.  Remained  at  Perrysburg  5  days,,  and  then 

hired  an  old  lumber  sleigh  6c  upon  a  bed  was  nhauledr  thro r 

the  mud  and  sleet  to  Detroit,  by  Toledo  k  Monroe.  At  Detroit 
I  was  detained  by  sickness  &  confined  mostly  to  my  room, 

until  March  28th,  when  I  left  &  went  to  Niles,  in  Oakland  Co. 
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some  20  miles  from  Detroit-  Here  I  staid  with  Johnson  Niles, 
til  April  3d  &  rode  about  the  country,  arranged  for  buying 
property  in  Oakland  Co.  with  Niles  &  Collins  -  bo't  saddle 
horses  &  equipage  for  our  journey  to  Milwaukie,  and  left  on 
horseback,  weak  but  improving,  on  the  3d  day  of  April  - 
saddle-bags,  india-rubber  suit-,  pistols,  blanket  «c. 

Reached  Chicago  April  loth,  passing  thro’  Jack son- 
burg  ,  Marshall,  Eronson,  Schoolcraft  or  Prairie  Round, 

Three  Rivers,  Constantine,  White  Pigeon,  Mottville,  Elkhart, 
Moshawaka,  South  Bend,  Prairie  Coupee,  Laport,  Michigan  City, 

<Sc  sleeping  out  one  night  on  the  beach  between  that  place  & 
Chicago-  Remained  in  Chicago  till  the  Sid,  and  purchased 
$69,000  worth  of  land,  of  which  $i6,G0G  was  for  o triers,  residue 
for  myself  k  on  £54,000  had  a  guaranty  of  100  per  cent  in  16 
months  from  G.  S.  Hubbard. 

From  Chicago  went  to  Milwaukie  by  land  k  on  horse¬ 
back  -swam  rivers  k  forded  wet  swamps,  lay  on  the  ground  nights, 
after  tethering  horse’s  legs  -  Remained  at  Milwaukie  6  or  9  days, 
sleeping  on  the  floor  in  company  with  IS  others  -  sold  about 
$60,000  worth  cf  land,  and  returned,  to  Detroit  &  Niles  on  the 
back  of  the  same  horse  -  "Sweep-stakes n  -  a  celebrated  racer 
and  wracker  for  which  I  gave  JlCG,  and  he  was  finally  stolen 
from  me  at  Niles,  where  I  had  left  him. 

On  my  return  to  Chicago,  I  bo!t  $10,000  more  of 
lots  for  cash  and  also  $10,000  worth  at  Root  River  of  Capt. 

Knap-  slept  on  the  ground,  and  swam  rivers,  my  india-rubber  dress 
keeping- me  dry  -  once  my  horse,  in  making  the  bank,  fell  over 
backwards  k  buried  me  in  mud  and  water  —  From  Chicago,  slept 
on  the  beach  again,  and  won  small  bets  on  my  horse,  thro’ 

» 

Michigan  -  never  bet  over  $5  &  only  ran  him  after  riding  40  k  55 
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miles  during  the  day  -  arrived  at  Niles,  Oakland  Cc . , 

Michigan,  having  rode  "Sweep  stakes"  since  leaving  on  the 
3d  of  April  about  86C  miles.  Stopped  et  Niles  two  days, 
and  proceeded  home  by  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Buffalo  A  c. 
whole  distance  travelled  HOC  miles-  see  my  letters  to  my  wife. 

The  first  of  June  1636,  Left  Coooerstown  with  my 
wife  cc.  Mr.  Morehouse  ;<$c  wife  for  Chicago  &:C.  Stopped  two  days  at 
Cleveland,  and  two  days  at  Detroit  A  visited  Niles,  and  Rochester, 
where  I  had  "set  up"  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Goodsell,  advancing 
him  $2C00  to  buy  goods.  Left  Detroit  about  the  cth  of  June 
on  the  Steamer  Michigan  with  600  passengers;  stopped  a  few  hours 
at  Mackinaw,  thence  to  Green  Bay  A  stopped  half  & r Whence 

to  Chicago,  touching  at  Milwaukie-  Reached  Chicago  the  14th 


and  remained  there  till  after  the  great  l;.nd  sole  of  Chicago 
city  lots,  on  the  10th,  List  Ac. 

From  Chicago,  I  vent  tc  Rock  Island,  in  the  Mississippi 
River,  to  buy  "Black  Hawkfs  ancient  city."  My  wife  ana  ner 
brother  William,  Mr.  Morehouse  &  wife  ana  R.  F.  Cooper  made 
up  the  party  -  We  had  a  two  horse  waggon,  with  a  cotton  cloth 
covering,  A  two  saddle  horses  for  the  conveyance  of  the  party. 
Crossed  prairies,  forded  rivers,  mired  in  swamps,  were 
frightened  by  Indians  and  thunder-gusts,  slept  in  log-huts  ^  c. 
to  Galena.  The  track  or  trail  being  at  times  being  so 
indistinct  as  to  loose  our  proper  direction.  From  Galena  we 
proceeded  to  Rock  Island  down  the  Mississippi  by  steamer 
where  we  remained  a  week  -  passed  oveh  into  Iowa,  explored  the 
neighboring  lands,  and  I  purchased  of  Col.  Geo.  Davenport, 

2/4  of  the  "Black  Hawk  city,"  (640  acres)  at  tne  foot  of  Rock 
River  &  between  it  and  the  Mississippi.  I  paid  for  it,  in  cash, 
§10,000,  agreeing  to  give  others  snares,  upon  being  paid 
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proportionate  shares  of  the  purchase  money-  Returned  again  to 
Galena,  and  thence  back  to  Chicago,  with  our  waggon  &  horses  - 
iVas  at  Galena  &  en  route  to  Chicago  ti.e  4th  of  July  1836* 

From  Chicago  returned  with  Mr.  Morehouse  <1  wife  to  Cooperstown, 

by  St.  Joseph  in  steamer  from  Chicago,  thence  up  the  river  by 

steamer  to  Niles,  thence  by  White  Pigeon,  Jonesburg,  Clinton, 

Ypsalanti  to  Detroit:  thence  to  Euffaio,  where  I  purchased  a 

span  of  horses  &  carriage  at  £800,  and  drove  home  by  Niagara 

Falls,  Rochester,  Canandaigua,  Geneva,  Ithaca,  Log  City  & 

Courtland  -  distance  travelled  8236  miles  -  and  reached  home 

about  the  first  of  August. 

In  August  went  to  New  York  and  back  to  Cooperstown; 

and  in  September  returned  again  to  New  York  -  with  my  wife, 

by  the  city  of  Hudson  &  into  Connecticut  -  Remained  in  N.  York 

about  2  weeks  Sc  sold  £40,000  of  Hock  Island  purchase;  then 

two 

returned  to  Cooperstown  -  having  travelled  the/last  trips 
850  miles. 

October  13,  1886,  again  left  home  for  the  West, 
intending  to  go  to  Rock  Island,  via  Chicago  -  stopped  in 
Buffalo  three  days  -  at  Brie,  Pa.  one  day,  and  arrived  at 
Detroit  the  87th.  Went  to  see  my  property  in  Troy,  Oakland 
Co.  (Niles),  sold  several  thousands  of  Rock  Island  property, 
received  authority  from  President  of  Bank  of  Michigan  to  DTaw 
for  $50,000  with  whom  I  had  large  deposits  of  maturing  notes  & 
bonds  and  left  Detroit  for  Steubenville,  Ohio,  to  secure  more 
Rock  I  River  land,  intending  to  proceed  thence  down  the  Ohio  ic 
up  the  Mississippi  to  Rock  Island  -  Stopped  at  Cleveland  &  sold 
$10,000  of  Rock  Island  city  property  &  thence  by  stage  to 
Pittsburgh,  by  Ravenna,  Poland,  Eeaver  &  Economy  where  I  was 
upset  in  a  stage  <1  had  to  stop  a  day.  Remained  in  Pittsburgh 
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3  days  k  then  went  to  Steubenville  by  stage;  stopped  in 
Steubenville  4  days  -  I  wanted  to  pay  £4, COO  for  Hock  River 
lands  k  the  nan  demanded  gold  or  silver,  refusing  to  take 
bills,  and  specie  was  not  to  be  obtained.  Ysent  to  Wheeling 
to  get  specie,  but  the  Bank  vas  afraid  to  part  with  it;  and  I 
then  made  up  my  mind  to  go  to  Philadelphia,  get  tho  gold  £ 
return  to  Steubenville  in  time  to  pay  it.  Left  Wheeling 
the  16th  and  passed  along  the  National  Road  over  Allegany 
Mountains  to  Cumberland-  thence  to  Frederick town  a  thence 
by  rail  road  to  Baltimore  a  Philadelphia.  Here  I  obtained 
the  <p4CGG  in  gold  k  sent  Collins  back  to  Steubenville  with 
it,  and  I  proceeded  home  by  Hew  York  City  -  having  a  ring-worm, 
which  covered  my  whole  face,  and  confined  me  to  my  room  for 
weeks  -  travelled  during  this  trip  1690  miles. 

In  Dec.  1636,  Left  Coopers town  with  wife  k  son 
In  my  own  sleigh  for  N.  York  &  Washington  -  and  travelled  to 
New  York  on  runners.  -  Stopped  at  the  Astor  some  2  weeks,  and 
then  went  to  Washington  city.  R.  ?.  Campbell  <k  wife  &  W.  A. 
Collins  &  wife  in  company  from  K.  York.  V.e  stopped  a  few  days 
in  Philadelphia,  then  on  runners  to  Baltimore  k  stopped  a  few 
days,  and  then  to  Washington  wnere  I  remained  (at  Gadsby’s) 
with  private  parlo*)  with  my  wife  k  son  k  Collins  &  wife  till 
after  the  4th  of  March,  1837.  During  this  winter  in  Washington 
I  became  acquainted  with  Mr.  Webster,  3&w  a  great  deal  of  him  & 
often  dined  with  him.  I  attended  parties,  the  Sessions  of 
Congress,  the  sittings  of  the  U.  S.  Court,  and  locked  after 
own  land  matters.  Saw  the  President  (Genl.  Jackson)  a  good 
aa&l  k  was  at  the  inauguration  of  VanEuren.  Visited  kt.  Auburn 
with  ay  wife  k  pasr.eu  an  instructive,  pleasant  and  profitable 


winter. 
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In  the  Spring  (Kerch)  returned  to  Cooperstown, 
stopping  in  New  York  till  North  River  was  open  (April  lst)- 
In  going  to  and  returning  from  Washington  travelled  S50  miles. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1836  I  had  kept 
a  large  amount  of  money  in  deposit  with  .  Huntington  and 
Campbell,  merchants  in  Her;  York,  and  in  January,  1S27  following 
became  their  special  partner  for  5  years,  putting  in  350, 000- 
having  assurances  from  Huntington  that  my  receipts,  yearly, 
therefrom  would  be,  at  least,  £5,000  and  probably  £7,000. 

In  the  spring  of  1827  came  the  general  suspension 
of  Eanks,  and  ruinous  mercantile  embarrassments  -  Huntington  ic 
Campbell  were  compelled  to  suspend  payment  upon  their  old 
liabilities  -  those  created  before  t  maturing  after  I  became 
a  special  partner  -  I  immediately  proceeded  to  N.  York,  and 
they  were  confident  cf  their  ability  to  ngo  on,H  by  obtaining 
vi 0,000  and  an  extension  of  their  payments  6,  li  &  15  months. 

I  went  to  Philadelphia  k  procured: upon  my  own  credit  k 
securities  the  $10,000  <x  gave  it  to  them  k  they  "went  on," 
having  gotten  the  desired  extension  -  but  "hard  times" 
continuing  -  their  inability  to  collect  their  Southern  debtsa 
the  ruinous  discount,  for  exchange,  in  realizing  what  was 
collected,  compelled  them  to  stop .  make  an  ^signment  and  close 
up.  It  was  a  bad  failure,  and  I  never  received  any  return 
for  the  $70,000. 

April  17th  Left  New  York  with  W.  n.  Campbell  k  went 
to  Boston  k  stopped  there  several  days  -  dineu  and  supped 
with  Mr.  Webster,  visited  Mt.  Auburn  cemetery  with  Judge  Story, 
the  Navy  Yard  with  Commander  Downs  i  all  the  notable  v;..aces  in 
&  about  Boston.  Thence  went  to  Claremont  N.  H.  by  Lowell,

*hore  we  became  acquainted  v*lth  Judge  Shaw,  Mr %\  Eates  (after¬ 
wards  Lev/istown  )  &  thepoe  ,  to  N.  York  where  we  arrived 
i$ay  4th.

principal  towns  4  admiring  the  wild  scenery  along  the  route. 

Black  Hawk,  his  wife  4  5  chiefs  were  passengers,  most  of  tne 
?«-ay.  He  is  described  in  a  letter  to  my  wife  as  a  small  man 
not  over  5 2  feet  high  -  mild  expression,  quite  civilized  since 
his  tour  with  Genl.  Jackson-  wore  leggins  &  shoes,  shirt 
and  blanket  &  hat  -  The  other  Indians  had  their  heads  shaved 
leaving  only  a  "top  lock"  and  were  painted  and  feathered  in  the 
most  approved  savage  style.  I  had  a  good  deal  conversation 
with  Black  Hawk  -  stoppec  at  Burlington,  quincy  4  Alton. 
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One  of  the  Indian  chiefs  recollected  having  seen  me  at  Rock 
Island  last  year,  and  asked  after  my  "squaw,"  whom  he  also  saw 
with  me  there.  Arrived  at  St.  Louis  July  £9th  in  the  P.M. 

While  "rounding  to"  to  come  to  the  levee .  a  steam  boiler  burst 
in  a  boat  getting  up  3team  to  leave,  k  I  saw  a  dozen  men  blown 
into  the  river-  all  more  or  less  injured  but  no  one  supposed  to 
have  been  killed. 

Stopped  two  days  at  St.  Louis  k  visited  all  the 

curious  places,  a  saw  ell  the  "lions"  of  this  city  of  the  West, 

and  then  left  by  steamer  for  Cincinnati  -  passed  Jefferson 4 

Earracks,  Herculaneum,  St.  Genevieve,  Fountain  Bluff,  Devil rs

March  15,  1845  left  Cleveland,  for  N.  York-by  stage 
2  nights  k  days  to  Euffalo-to  Batavia  by  stage  thence  to  Rochester 
by  Railroad,  then  as  the  snow  drifts  blocked  up  the  Railroad 
chartered  a  coach  on  runners,  with  11  others  k  rode  85  miles 
to  Syracuse-cut  all  night — horsesgot  stalled  in  drifts,  upset  &c, 
reached  Cooperstown  the  22nd. 

Way  blocked  up  with  snow  4  days  k  then  left  for  N.  York 
ic  arrived  there  March  20th  by  Housatonic  railroad.  In  N.  York 
til  April  12th  taking  testimony  k  c  &  then  went  to  Eoston  2  was 
there  two  days  k  I  returned  to  New  York.  Left  New  York  April  26th 
k  returned  to  Cleveland  by  Y/ashington  City  to  see  Mr.  Aebster. 
travelled  this  trip  18^0  miles. 

June  12,  1842,  with  a  two  horse  buggy,  &  good  horses, 

I  started  on  a  trip  to  buy  up  the  tills  of  tne  Cleveland  i^anks —

Aug.  15th  1845  left  Cooperstown  on  a  trip  to  buy 
up  the  Cleveland  Lank  bills  (Bank  of  Cleveland  &  Commercial 
Bank  of  Lake  Erie  — both  having  failed)  took  with  me 
015,000  in  money — Went  tc  Pittsburgh  via  Warren,  Poland, 

Beacon  <1  Pittsburgh-thence  to  Washington  Pa.,  Sc  ’Wheeling, 

Va«,  thence  tc  Zanesville,  Columbus,  Circievilie  Sc 
Chilliccthe,  and  thence  home  to  Cleveland — travelled  565  miles. 

The  first  of  September  1845  left  Cleveland  for  Cooperstown 
from  Cooperstown  to  New  York  with  my  wife  &  left  her  at  City 
Hotel  cc  went  to  Boston  to  &  New  Hampshire  1  visited  Mr.  Webster 
Sc  my  parents,  returned  tc  New  York  &  Cooperstown  and  home  tc 
Cleveland  in  October  — travelled  2140  miles. 


In  October  1342  went  to  Pittsburgh  and  through  several 
counties  in  Northern  k  Northwestern  Ohio  buying  Bank  bills. 

From  Pittsburgh  to  Wheeling,  Zanesville,  where  I  bot  a  horse 
&  buggy,  thence  to  Columbus  k  home  by  the  6th  of  Nov. — travelled 
500  miles. 

Dec.  10th  1645  went  to  Pittsburgh  with  Wcolson,  hired 
extra  teams  as  usual,  from  Pittsburgh  back  tc  Ravenna  &  thence 
to  Massillon,  Wooster,  lit.  Vernon,  Gran:ville  k  Columbus,  on  the 
13th,  thence  to  Cincinnati  by  Springfield,  Dayton  L  Lebanon — 
Stopped  in  Cincinnati  til  Dec.  27th  and  then  returned  to  Columbus 
with  Xiss  Norton,  now  the  wife  of  Judge  Labeus  of  Michigan  & 
remained  in  Columbus  till  January  12  1844  k  reached  home 
Jan.  15th,  having  bo!t  up  a  large  amount  of  Bank  notes,  and 
wrote  letters  to  wife  k  Cleveland  Herald  (see  letters  to 
Herlad  k  wife  k  entry  in  Diary) -travelled  7 SC  miles. 

March  27th,  1344  left  Cleveland  with  J.  7 s'.  Allen  for 
Washington-thro 1  Pittsburgh  k  reached  Washington  April  4th 
remained  in  Washington  til  the  10th  thence  to  N. York,  stopping 
one  day  in  Baltimore  k  at  N.  York  the  12th  k  stopped  a  few 
days  k  then  went  to  Coopers town.  Thence  tack  to  New  York  the 
22nd.

during  all  my  trips  thro f  the  State  &  to  Pittsburgh. 

IN  July  1644  left  Cleveland  with  my  wife  k  went  to  Coopersto 
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thence  to  Albany  L  Lebanon  Spa.,  thence  tc  Saratoga  Spa., 
thence  to  Lake  George,  thence  thror  Lake  Chas plain  to 
Montreal  2c  Quebec,  where  stopped  several  days  2c  visited  all 
the  notable  places;  then  up  the. St.  Laurence  by  Kingston,  to 
the  Niagara  kails  1  heme — having  traveilea  2JQG  miles — This 
sas  a  delightful  Journey — 

Ths  last  of  August,  1844,  left  Cleveland  for  X.  York,  by 
Coo per s town,  and  rt turned  the  first  of  September — 1460  miles — 
Julia  Campbell  Turner  died  Sept.  CO,  1644 — a  beautiful  child. 

In  Sept.  1844  went  to  Toledo  <1  back,  thence  to  Buffalo 
in  October,  thence  to  Albany,  from  Euffalo  the  £6t h  Oct.  k  tack 
the  JOth  by  way  of  Rochester,  where  I  v»aa  snowbound  a  day  ic 
thence  to  Buffalo,  but  too  late  for  the  great  sale  of  Toledo 
property — Then  left  Buffalo  Bov.  1st  for  Cocporatown  -  stopped 
there  three  days  k  then  went  to  K.  York  Kov .  6th  and  home  the 
17th  having  travelled  fbbO  miles  (see  letters  tc  wife) 

Bov.  Li,  1544,  left  Cleveland  In  private  two  horse 
carriage,  with  wife  for  -Pittsburgh  -  thence  by  steamer  to 
Wheeling  ic  back  to  Beacon,  k  thence  hone  by  rfew  Lisbon, 

Canton  1  Massillon — travelled  45C  miles. 

Dec.  If,  1844  left  Cleveland  for  Columbus  to  attend 
the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  remained  there  till  January 
9th,  1845 — Hud  important  “lobby"  matters  to  attena  to — was  a 
sort  of  “lionn — wrote  daily  to  the  Cleveland  herald  k  often  to 
my  wife  tfnich  see — travelled  26C  miles. 

Jan.  18th  1845  left  Cleveland  for  Yew  Yoric-to  Buffalo 
by  land,  thence  to  Cooper s town  a  ther.c<.  to  I;.  York  where  I 
arrived  the  tod  by  Springfield,  Hartford  and  B.  Haven  Railroad  - 
Lent  to  Philadelphia  the  f-ith  and  tack  to  1%'ew  York  tne  feth 
Thence  to  Boston  the  f9th  and  to  Claremont  S.H.  to  so.  my  family. 
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Returned  to  New  York  Feby  2d — Thence  to  the  city  of 
Washington  where  I  reamined  a  week  on  business  with  Mr.  Webster 
&  then  returned  to  N.  York,  and  thence  home  by  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore,  Wheeling  &  Beacon  about  the  2Cth  February,  having 
been  absent  5  weeks  &  travelled  2300  miles  (See  letters  to  wife) 
March  16,  1345,  left  Cleveland  for  Tennessee,  by  Columbus, 
to  Cincinnati.  Then  down  Ohio  to  Southland,  then  up  the  Cumberland 
river  to  Nashville.  Thc-nce  to  the  Hermitage  with  Genl.  Armstrong 
to  see  Genl.  Jackson.  Thence  by  stage  to  McMinnville,  Vfarren  Co., 
thence  to  Sparta  &  thence  back  to  Nashville  thro  f  Lebanon — Thence 
by  stage  from  Nashville  to  "Mammoth  Cave,"  thence  to  Louisville, 
Frankfort  &  Lexington — Saw  Mr.  Crittenden  in  Frankfort,  and 
dined  and  spent  a  day  with  Mr.  Clay;  thence  by  stage  to  Marysville, 
thence  home  about  April  18th  being  absent  a  month  &  travelled 
1‘iCG  miles  (see  my  "Journal"  of  this  trip,  my  letters  in 
Herald  1-  my  letters  to  my  wife) 

In  June  1S45  went  to  Cooperstcwn  and  back  and  absent 
only  one  week — returned  the  22d. — 1CC-0  miles. 

June  24,  1845  Theodore  Campbell  Turner  born  at  my 
residence  on  Superior  St.,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

In  August  1845  went  with  my  family  to  Mackinaw,  hired  a 
house  and  remained  there  5  weeks  for  the  health  of  wife  k  child 
(See  my  articles  published  in  Herald  of  September)— 900  miles — 

This  was  the  season  of  the  "Copper  Fever"  on  Lake  Superior, 

Aug.  12,  1845  my  father  died  in  Claremont  N.H.  aged  66 — he 
was  an  honest  k  industrious  man,  kind  to  his  family,  proud  of  his 
only  son,  and  did  all  in  his  power  to  educate  his  children.  He 
is  buried  in  the  Old  5urying  Ground  in  Claremont  village,  where  I 

have  placed  a  plain  tombstone  to  his  memory. 

Nov.  IP.  1845,  left  Cleveland  for  Washington  by  Erie,  Penn. 
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tnence  to  Pittsburgh  &  thence  to  Washington  and  remained 
there  ciil  the  middle  of  December  and  then  returned  to 
Cleveland  with  Judge  ,  Birchard  by  Pittsburgh,  Reaver.  &  Ravenna 
I  was  interested  in  and  the  council  about  the  claim  to 
Isle  Royale  in  Lake  Superior.  Wrote  two  arguments  &  had  them 
printed,  on  an  appeal  from  Wm.  Marcy,  Sec*y  cf  War  to  the 
President.  President  Polk  referred  it  to  Atty.  Gen!l  Mason 
and  I  reversed  Marcy’s  decision.  My  argument  is  severe  but 
promises  good — had  long  interviews  with  Atty.  GenTl,  with 
Mr.  Corwin  and  Webster,  and  very  confidential  &  familiar 
ones  with  the  two  latter.  Went  to  Mr.  'Webster fs  house-office 
mornings  at  7  o* clock — dined  with  him  Ac  spent  evenings  tnere. 

I  also  wrote  daily  to  the  Cleveland  Herald,  gratuitously 
as  usual,  but:. those  letters  I  have  not  in  my  scrap  book, 
as  well  as  volumes  of  editorials  I  have  written  (see  my 
printed  arguments,  my  letters  in  Herald  &  my  letters  to  wife) 
travelled  11SC  miles. 

Jan.  26  th  1846  left  Cleveland  again  for  7.  ashing  ten, 

to  finish  the  "Isle  Royale”  business — went  by  Eeacon, 

Pittsburgh,  Ercnwsviile  Cumberland  &  reached  Washington  the 

COth  and  remained  there  till  about  April  10th  daily  cc  nightly 

engrossed  in  my  business,  in  writing  letters  for  the  Herald, 

ana  attending  Congress,  Sup.  Court,  visiting  &c.  Had  a  great 

deal  to  do  with  Messrs.  Webster  k  Corwin,  anu  saw  them  daily. 

Corwin  k  old  Gov.  Vance  often  at  my  room  to  spend  the  evening — 

Had  a  great  deal  to  do  politically — have  none  of  my  letters  in 

my  scrap  book,  written  during  this  visit  to  the  Capital — see 

them  in  Heraia,  also  see  my  letters  to  my  wife.  Returned 

home  by  New  York  &  Ccoperstown,  having  fairly  defeated 

the  iniquitous  senemes  &  plans  of  the  Sec’y  of  Y.ar — travelled 
1420  miles. 
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June  10,  1846,  left  Cleveland  with  my  son  &  went  to 
Cincinnati  by  Columbus  &  Xenia?-  &  returned  by  Sandusky- 
620  miles. 

The  last  of  June,  1846,  took  my  family  to  the 
Falls  of  Niagara,  had  pleasant  rooms  out-looking  towards 
the  Falls-remained  with  them  a  week  and  left  them  there  4 
'returned  to  Cleveland,  and 

Left  Cleveland  July  SCth,  1846,  for  Lake  Superior- 
stopped  at  Detroit,  Mackinac  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Left  the 
nSooM  Aug.  7th  in  a  schooner-  Aug.  12  left  the  schooner  15 
miles  from  Copper  Harbor,  with  10  others  ana  rowed  in-hard 
row-  Aug.  12th  left  Copper  Harbor  with  9  others  and  travelled 
along  the  Lake  shore  to  Eagle  River,  by  Agate  Harbor,  Eagle 
Harbor,  Copper  Falls.  From  Eagle  River  visited  the  Cliff 
mines-  Left  Eagle  River  in  little  sailing  craft,  "Chippewa, n 
the  18th  and  reached  Isle  Royale  tne  next  morning.  Remained 
in  Isle  ^oyale  till  September  lbth  exploring  4  fishing  and 
rowing  about — happy  days —  Left  for  Cleveland  Sept.  16th 
in  Proueller-  stopped  at  Eagle  River,  Copper  Harbor  4  arrived 
at  the  nSoon  the  18th.  Left  the  19th  &  stopped  at  Mackinaw  4c 
Detroit  &  reached  home  the  22nd.  My  wife  &  children  being 
at  Cooperstown,  I  am  sick  a  week.

Wa3  told  Just  before  reaching  my  sister fs  home  that  her  husband 
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(Ydn.  Chase)  had  been  killed  by  an  ox.,  a  found  my  sister 
a  widow  with  six  children,  but  in  comfortable  circumstances. 
Stopped  in  Claremont  for  a  few  days,  arranging  my  sister rs 
business,  and  returned  to  Eoston,  New  York  &  Cooperstown, 
the  10th  Nov.  1846.  Then  returned  with  my  family  to 
Cleveland,  having  a  cold  U  boisterous  journey  (see  letters 
to  wife)  travelled  2120  miles. 

Feby.  1847  Left  Cleveland  for  Washington  1  remained 
there  two  weeks,  and  then  returned  hem  by  Pittsburgh  (see 
letters  to  wife)  890  miles. 

Marph24,  1347  left  Cleveland  for  New  York,  by  land 
to  Buffalo — at  Albany  stopped  a  few  days,  thence  to  Boston  & 
thence  to  New  York:  then  home  by  Cooper stown  arriving  in 
Cleveland  about  the  1st  of  May  (see  letters  to  my  wife) 
travelled  1747  miles. 

May  31st  1847  left  Cleveland  for  Cincinnati  by 
Beacon,  stopped  cn  business  at  Steubenville,  thence  by  steamer 
to  Cincinnati.  Contracted  for  1/3  of  7/8  of  the  Cincinnati 
Gazette  establishment  at  *lc,C0Q,  and  agreed  to  go  there  in 
the  fall  to  serve  as  editor — Returned  heme  by  wheeling  1  Beacon, 
reached  home  about  the  12th  June-travelled  1072  miles. 

June  27th,  1847,  left  Cleveland  with  my  son  for  Isle 
Koyale,  Lake  Superior.  Reached  Mackinaw  June  3Cth — at  the 
"Soo"  July  2d,  at  Rock  Harbor  on  "Julia  Palmer"  July  4th, 
having  passed  along  the  "Pictured  Rocks" — and  same  day 
continued  on  by  Eagle  River  to  Isle  Royale.

Herald,  it  is  not  in  my  scrap-book,  also  my  brief  journal  of 
it  in  Memorandum  book.  (see  letters  to  wife) 


Returned  to  Boston  the  P.K.  of  the  26th  and  remained

while  there  was  a- good  deal  of  cholera  on  the  steamers,  I  went 
to  Wheeling  k  Steubenville  and  back  k  wrote  for  the  Gazette 
while  absent  -  travelled  800  miles.  . 

May  1,.  1849,  left  with  my  family  for  Cooperstown, 
stopped  k  visited  in  Cleveland  -  Went  to  Mew  York  May  22d  k 
stopped  k  dined  at  Proff.

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that  rate  &  returned  to  Cleveland.  While  in  the  editorial 
chair  from  Jan.  1848  till  I  left  the  Gazette,  I  wrote  all 
the  leading  editorials,  and  performed  all  the  other 
important  compositions  &  condensations  of  foreign  & 
miscellaneous  news-  The  subscription  list  had  increased 
tc  10,000,  and  with  capable  a  honest  associates,  I  should 
have  been  delighted  to  have  remained  there.  Judge  Wright 
cried,  ana  begged  me  to  continue  on  as  I  had,  but  I  would  not, 

I  travelled  since  June  80th  1851,  including  a  trip  to 
Columbus  in  January  1851,  and  to  Louisville  with  wife  &  son 
in  summer  of  1851-  2960  miles. 

Mr.  Corwin  had  repeatedly  offered  me  a  place  in  the 
Treasury  department,  and  having  sold  out,  I  left  my  wife  &  son 
in  Cleveland,  and  in  Nov.  proceeded  to  Washington  by  Pittsburgh 
and  Cumberland.  Mr.  Corwin  appointed  me  to  the  Super in tendency 
of  the  construction  of  Light  Houses  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
charge  of  accounts  of  U.  S.  Marine  Hospitals,  with  a  good 
clerk,  at  salary  of  $18G0.  &  also  to  do  confidential 
business.
